SAM PHILLIPS’ SHERIDAN. 

Oyer twenty thousand holiday pleasure seek- 
ers sweltered and howled themselves hoarse at 
Washington Park yesterday. The afternoon 
was one of the warmest of the season up to 
date, and the racing was of the sort that w'ould 
make the coldest race-track regular warm up 
with enthusiasm. 

The regular Fourth of July attraction was the 
Sheridan Stakes, at a mile and a quarter, for 
three-year-olds, and, although but three colts 
started, the race furnished one of the most 
interesting contests ever decided over the W’ash- 
ington Park track. The three that faced the 
starter were: Sam Phillips, 127 pounds; Ad- 
vance Guard, 125, and Sidney Lncas, 129. 

This w’as Sidney Lucas’ second appearance in 
a race during the afternoon, he having prev- 
iously won a three-year-old condition race at 
one mile. But, nevertheless, the holiday public 
backed him and backed him strongly to beat 
Sam Phillips and Advance Guard in the Sheri- 
dan, and the reception he got when he and Cay- 
wood paraded on their way to the post was a 
royal one. 

Advance Guard had beaten Sam Phillips twice 
before inside of a week, and as the Schorr colt 
was asked to give hi.s conqueror two pounds it 
hardly seemed that he had a chance of winning. 
Consequently, Advance Guard had the call in 
the betting at 4 to 5. That the son of Great 
Tom— Nellie Van was the best, considering that 
Sidney Lucas had already raced once before, 
was a certainty, and that Sam Phillips’ win 
was a fiuke was evident to all those who were 
fortunate enough to witness the contest. 

Vititoe rode Advnnce Guard and to him must 
be charged the colt’s defeat. There was no fast 
pace set in the race and Vititoe, in his effort to 
restrain his colt while going the first mile in 
1:47, cboaked him into .subjection, and then 
when Burns with Sam Phillips made his bid in 
the stretch Vititoe seemed to lose his head, and 
on a colt that was far the best he managed to 
get beaten by three-<iuarters of a length. Sid- 
ney Lucas on the inside close to the rail came 
with a winning rush in the last sixteenth, after 
stopping once, and was only beaten a head by 
Advance Guard. Sidney Lucas’ challenge at 
the end was what pleased the crowd and when 
he came back to the stand he w’as given a 
warmer reception than was the winner. 

It does not seem hardly right that a good, 
game colt like Sidney Lucas should be abused 
in the way he was yesterday. One race a day 
should be enough for a three-year-old, or in 
fact any horse, and the Messrs. Thompson were 
severely criticised on all sides for starting their 
colt the second time. 

As is getting to be the rule the handicap fur- 
nished a hair-raising finish that fairly set the 
crowd wild. The handicap was at nine fur- 
longs and from the sixteenth post home it was 
anyone’s race. First Boney Boy’s nose would 
be in front, then The Lady's, then The Elector’s, 
and the trio, each fully extended. Hashed by the 
judges so close together that it was almost im- 
possible to tell which horse won. The Lady, 
however, is well liked by the public, and when 
her number was hung out the decision met with 
approval. Master J. Martin rode the winner, 
and he displayed great gameness in squeezing 
through a tight hole in tlie stretch, otherwise 
The Lady would have been third. 

Espionage turned the tables on Moroni in the 
sixth event in a decisive way. Tuesday Espion- 
age was favorite and Moroni 2 to 1 and Moroni 
won rather handily, but yesterday it was vice 
versa and this naturally gave the scandal mon- 
gers something to talk about.

IMPORTANT ACTION. 

Tuesday night the authorities of the Wash- 
ington Park Club promulgated the following 
important decision : 

^’At a meeting of the Board of Stewards of the 
Washington Park Club, held late last evening, 
it was decided, in view of the inconsistent run- 
ning of the horse Fly By Night, to refuse Mr. B. 
Schreiber the privileges of the track, and a no- 
tice will be served on him this morning to re- 
move his stable and jockeys, with the exception 
of Bullman, upon whom he has second call from 
the grounds. Mr. Steve L’Hommedieu is also 
included in the above ruling with Mr. 
Schreiber. 

“At the same meeting Mr. E. D. Morse was 
ruled off for having used abusive language to 
one of the Club’s officials.” 

Barney Schreiber did not learn of the decis- 
ion until Wednesday morning. He saw Secre- 
tary Howard at the track, but did not book 
yesterday. Discussing the ruling Schreiber 
said: “The stewards have made a mistake. 
If my horses have been used dishonestly 1 
should be ruled off the turf— not merely barred 
from the Washington Park track. There is no 
middle ground for me to occupy. Already my 
reputation has been smirched. Why should I 
he associated with L’Hommedieu? I have no 
connection with him. He tells me that he won 
$I5,C00 over Fly By Night’s victory in the Oak- 
wood Handicap. He won for himself alone. 
Any change in riders of my horses have come 
out of necessity. Bullman was up because 
Ruiz went to St. Louie to ride Sofala. I can- 
not accept any compromise decision in the Fly 
By Night case. If the horse was run so that 1 
could dishonestly profit by his running 1 am 
not fit to remain in good standing on the turf.” 
If he was not dishonestly operated the 
Washington Park Jockey Club stewards must 
reconsider their decision of Tuesday. I have 
not yet been given any idea of the evidence 
which caused such a decision to be rendered. " 

GREAT WESTERN WEIGHTS. 

Yesterday Secretary Howard made public the 
weights allotted the horses engaged in the 
Great W’estern Handicap, one and a half miles, 
which will be decided Saturday. The top weight 
has been assigned to Tillo, a horse not likely to 
be a starter ; but by the scale of weight for age 
Sidney Lucas is the actual top weight. He was 
handicapped at 115 pounds, and as he won yes- 
terday, after the publication of the weights, he 
will now have to shoulder 120 pounds if he goes 
to the post. Should he do so and win it would 
be a marvelous performance. The weights are 
as follows :

SANDRINGHAM. 

In speaking of Diamond Jubilee’s Derby, the 
English weekly, “Country Life,” of June 9, 
1900. has the following to say of Sandringham, 
Diamond Jubilee's four-year-old brotlier,wliich 
John E. Madden recently purchased for stud 
duty in Kentucky : 

“Sandringham, the four-year-old brother to 
Persimmon and Diamond .Jubilee, has been sold 
to go to America. Our friends over there were 
pretty alert, for the cable to purchase Sand- 
ringham arrived the morning after the Derby. 
Sandringham is possibly the finest horse 
of all the illustrious family, but be got jarred on 
the hard ground and it was found impossible to 
train him. So be alone has not been able to 
make his name on a race-course, but there is no 
reason why he should not prove as good a stud 
horse as any of his three brothers. Very great 
expectations were formed of Sandringham, as 
we well know. It was always uncertain whether 
such a heavy horse could be trained, but that 
Marsh expected great things of him, or should 
we say, hoped for great things, is beyond (|ues- 
tion. It is the first time, if our memory serves, 
that a member of the Royal family has sold a 
horse to go to America, and the fact that 
Sandringham was bought from the Prince of 
Wales just now by an American has a pleasant 
significance.”
